stomach by nearly 200,000 
Missourians.

when hey tried it before 
the season started. 
Three 
conservation 
agents and a Department 
of Conservation forester 
recently sat on stakeout 
for five nights and finally 
caught two Goodman men 
hunting deer commercially. 
The agents, John Frye, 
Fred Drummond and Carl 
Engelbrecht and forester 
Bob Lipscomb, took the 
men into court in both 
Newton 
and 
McDonald 
Counties. 
Between 
them, 
the 
poachers 
were 
assessed 
$2,500 in fines, $118.50 in 
court costs and 15 months 
in jail. The agents found 
seven deer. Additionally 
the two men were spotted 
stealing automobiles. They 
also had a car trunk full of 
copper wire. 
District supervisor Ben 
Krider, 
agent 
for Cole 
County, and Gary Howard, 
Osage 
C ounty 
agent, 
nabbed three deer poachers 
and it cost the poachers 
$500 each, plus $12.45 in 
court costs and the threat 
of a year- long suspended 
jail sentence. 
Marshall Long, regional 
supervisor for the Ozark 
District, said there had 
been at least two dozen 
deer poaching cases in his 
area in the past month. 
“This is more than we 
usually 
have," he said. 
“But I don't know if it's 
b e c a u s e 
o f 
b e tte r 
communications and more 
effective enforcement or 
what. I do know we’re 
getting more complaints. 
People are getting fed up 
with this poaching.

In 
a speech prepared for delivery 
before the Missouri Farm Bureau 
convention here, Senator Stuart 
Symington (D-Mo) said, “If the 
farm sector of our economy is to

expanding, then we must also be 
more determined than ever in 
our drive to expand foreign

goods. 
“All of us are concerned 
about the 10 percent drop this 
last year in agricultural exports. 
In the previous marketing year, 
exports were the most rapidly 
expanding 
market 
for 
farm 
products, taking a fourth of our 
total farm output,” the Senator 
said. 
He pointed out that United 
States food and fiber shipped 
abroad have declined from $6.3 
billion in 1967-68 to $5.7 billion 
in 1968-69. 
" T h e r e 
are 
several 
explanations for this decline. 
One was the longshoreman's 
strike. Another was increased 
production in such countries as 
India and Pakistan.’’ 
“But a third reason,” he said, 
“is the most disturbing to those 
of us who are concerned about 
the future of United States farm 
exports; and that is the growing 
spirit of protection inn, primarily

"We’re talking about $200.00 
per acre at harv est time on 
catfish, instead of $30 to $60

acre 
on 
cotton,"

Streete. 
Although there seems to be 
more money fan this new ty pe of 
farm ing, 
there 
are 
many 
problems. Ov er the past 18 
months, Streete has worked hard 
to become familiar with all of 


the complications inv olv ed In 
catfish farming, and has had his 
pond constructed with all of his 
idem and problems in mind. 
By 
h a rv est 
tim e 
in 
Nov ember, 19 7 0, the once one- 
ounce 
fingerlings will 
weigh 
from one and one- fourth to one

one- half pounds each. 
"They will cost approx imately 
26 cents to raise, and I will get 
from 36 to 60 cents per pound 
for them” said Streete. 
Streete stated that this was 
the only commercial pond of its 
kind in Missouri.

A JUDGE’S JUDGE’ 
Politics is politics, as they say, but the heated effort 
by some senators to force President Nixon to withdraw 
his nomination of Clement Haynsworth for Supreme 
Court membership leaves a rancid taste. 
President Nixon certified this week that he intends to 
stick by his appointment of the South Carolina federal 
judge to the highest court. He labeled the attacks on 
Haynsworth made in the Senate as “vicious character 
assassination.” 
There also is no doubt that the President knows this is 
a close fight. The margin of victory or defeat will be slim. 
But he lias put his decision on the line. 
What is most distasteful is not the inquiry into Judge 
Haynsworth’s finances. That is right and proper. What is 
sour is the insistence, by various political foes of 
Haynsworth, of lingering over questions which the judge 
has answered fully and adequately. 
Even more bitter to the taste is the implication that 
this 91st Senate might reject the services of a capable 
jurist because he happens to live in a Southern state, or 
because his decisions on the bench have not always been 
popular with 
labor union leaders and civil rights 
figureheads. No one has been able to show that he has 
not always followed a strong legal conscience, geared to 
the United States Constitution, and the precedents of law 
and courts. No one has proved that he has a bias against 
justice; to the contrary. 
It is interesting to note that one of the most avid of 
Haynsworth opponents. Senate Birch Bayh (D- Ind.), 
reaped a $68,000 harvest in labor support in his 
re-election campaign last year. When labor leaders object 
to this appointment, it follows that Senator Bayh would 
become their spokesman. 
But President Nixon is unwavering, even in the face of 
possible defeat on 
this issue. With “even- greater 
conviction,” he said this week: “I find Judge Haynsworth 
an honest man, a lawyer’s lawyer, and a judge’s judge.” 
Having examined all the charges, the President also said: 
“The appearance of impropriety, some say, is enough to 
disqualify' a man who served as judge... That would mean 
that anybody who wants to make a charge can thereby 
create the appearance of impropriety, raise a doubt, and 
that then his name should be withdrawn.

They 
believe, as we do, that the American family should have 
access to a personal, family doctor, one who knows the 
entire family and can provide for its total health needs. 
One who will provide day - to - day for its total health 
needs. One who will provide day • to - day medical care 
for each of the family members. But one who will select 
the proper limited specialist when a patient’s needs 
require special training. The family doctor will stay on 
through that period of specialization as a medical 
advocate and friend and resume his personalized care 
during the rehabilitation of his patient. 
For decades American medicine had been primarily 
the field of the family doctors. He was the family friend 
in times of need during sickness, in times of anticipation 
such as pregnancy, in times of joy such as births. He was 
the close ally against pain and disease. The specialists 
have come along and over the years the family doctor 
seemed to be fading from the scene. Now he is making a 
long overdue comeback with new specialized training. We 
hope that his week will become an annual event. We hope 
that his specialty- the entire family- will never be without 
him again.

In 
a speech prepared for delivery 
before the Missouri Farm Bureau 
convention here, Senator Stuart 
Symington (D-Mo) said, “ If the

goods. 
“ All of us are concerned 
about the 10 percent drop this 
last year in agricultural exports. 
In the previous marketing year, 
exports were the most rapidly 
expanding 
m arket 
for 
farm 
products, taking a fourth of our 
total farm outp u t,” the Senator 
said. 
He pointed out that United 
States food and fiber shipped 
abroad have declined from $6.3 
billion in 1967-68 to $5.7 billion 
in 1968-69.

s e v e r a l 
explanations 
for this decline. 
One 
was

longshoreman’s 
strike. 
A nother was increased 
production in such countries as 
India and Pakistan.” 
“ But a third reason,” he said,

different idea- catfish. 


In 
February 
1970, 
Ted 
Streete plans to stock a pond, 
which has recently been dug on 
his property, with 1,600 one- 
ounce fingeriing catfish which he 
will purchase in Arkansas. By 
November of 1970, he hopes to 
pull out one ton of catfish per 
acre in the 15 acre lake pond. 
“We’re talking about $200.00 
per acre at harvest time on 
catfish, instead of $30 to $50 
per 
acre 
on 
cotton,” 
said 
Streete. 


Although there seems to be 
more money in this new type of 
farming, 
there 
are 
many 
problems. 
Over 
the 
past 
18 
months, Streete has worked hard 
to become familiar with all of 


the complications involved in 
catfish fanning, and has had his 
pond constructed with all of his 
ideas and problems in mind. 
B y 
h a r v e s t 
time 
in 
November, 1970, the once one- 
ounce 
fingerlings 
will 
weigh 
from one and one- fourth to one 
and 
one- 
half 
pounds 
each. 
“They will cost approximately 
26 cents to raise, and I will get 
from 35 to 50 cents per pound 
for them” said Streete. 
Streete stated that this was 
the only commercial pond of its 
kind in Missouri. The fish will be 
sold commercially in Arkansas 
where 
such 
businesses 
are 
abundant. 
The L. P. gas type pump used 
by 
Streete 
to fill the 
pond 
pumps up to 2,000 gallons of 
water per minute. The pond is 
also equipped with an automatic 
leveling 
control device which 
Streete says is essential. 
When the crop of cat fish is 
harvested this will be done with 
farm 
equip m en t, 
tractors. 
Tractors on both sides of the 
pond will pull a large seine and 
catch the fish. Approximately 
80 percent of the fish will be 
taken this way. 


Streete stated that it would 
take 
him 
only 
a 
very 
few 
minutes to take care of his fish 
each day. He pointed out that he 
would install autom atic feeding 
systems which would contain 
food prescribed for the catfish. 
Streete will not have to feed his 
fish as they will feed themselves 
by bumping their noses against a 
device which will give food in 
return. “ It takes the fish just a 
few days to learn how to do 
this,” said the farmer. The fish 
will be fed three percent of their 
body weight each day. 
There are many pros and 
cons 
toward 
this 
type 
of 
business, but this local farmer 
feels sure that he can make more 
money with fish than cotton. 
County farmers have said time 
after time, "Som ething has to be 
done,” and Streete is one of 
only a few county farmers who 
are trying to do something about 
it.
